The schoolhouse in "Number Six," 


where we under went a mild form of 
education together, stood at the forks 
of the county road, with the cross- 
town road, which led down Wilkins 
hill, on one side and Mill hill ou the 
other. 
The county road extended 


north and south, along the crest of a 
fine, broad ridge of land divided into 
ten fertile farms, owned by as many 
well-to-do farmers whose families 
made up our school district. 


We young people of Number Six 


had always been a little inclined to 
look down on the boys and girls ol 
Number Seven at the Corners, neai 
the foot of Wilkins hill, for the deni- 
zens of Number Seven were a some- 
what poor and shiftless lot. The 
larger boys were pugnacious and ill- 
disposed, and unless a schoolmaster 
were strong enough to thrash four or 
five of them, he must suffer the hu- 
miliation of 
Bchoolhouse. 


At Number Six, on the contrary, the 


pupils were well-advanced, self-re- 
specting and orderly. An able teacher 
was required, but IP.SS to govern than 
to instruct. Still, I now think that 
the contempt in which we held the 
Number Seven boys was rather phar- 
isaical, and I do not wonder they re- 
sented it. We nicknamed them "bog- 
trotters," and they retorted by calling 
us "hill dogs." The -two districts 
also belonged to two rival political 
parties, a fact which sharpened the 
animosity between them. 


Wilkins hill was the best coasting 


place in the county. It consisted of 
five steep pitches, with intervals of 
less abrupt descent between them, 
which made altogether a run of more 
than a mil*, to the foot of the hill be- 
yond the bridge over Longmeadow 
brook. It had always been, and is to 
this day, the favorite coast of the 
Number Six boys. Indeed, we boasted 
that few, save Number Six boys, dared 
steer a sled down that hill. 


When the road was smooth and icy 


terrific speed was attained on the low- 
est pitch, and any error in steering 
might easily cost the coaster his life. 
Boys from other places were usually 
afraid to try the hill, but if a Number 
Six boy had not made the "run" at 
13 or 14 years of age we deemed him 
a backward lad. 


The coasting sleds most in favor 


with us were small and narrow. They 
were shod with half-round steel shoes, 
which were slightly bowed to make a 
"spring" space of an inch at the mid- 
dle of the runner. 
Our favorite pos- 


ture for coasting on this hill was face 
downward, with toes extended behind 
to aid in steering. 
Usually iu start- 


ing at the top of the hill we ran for- 
ward, one after another, flung our- 
selves down on our sleds and thus set 
off at speed. 


On moonlit eienings, when there 


we; e girls in the party, trains were 
often inad3 up of ten or twelve sleds 
—some of them large hand-sled?, ou 
which four or tire ;-ould sit at ease. 
The forwavil cr leading sled was called j 
the "engine" an 1 \va.s steered by one i 
of the oldest, stroiisp^t bovs. Such a 
train,humming down that long hill by 
moonlight, piiiung s;-,eed at every pitch 
till it shot past the Corners at Num- 
ber Seven, going 60 mile.s an hour,af- 
forded an exhilarating spectacle.

Bfcvreditefc in JLuitdon Make* Profitable 


tT»e of .Street Sweepinc*. 


In a letter from London a y«ar ago 


last sttmmer, writes William E. Curtis, 
I described a novel enterprise which 
liad beeu entered upon by the Shore- 
ditcli parish of London to supply elec- 
tricity for lighting the streets, dwell- 
ings * and 
public 
buildings 
by 


using 
the 
street 
sweepings 
for 


fueL 
Up to that date the parish had 


paid about $30,000 per year for cart- 
ing the refuse to a barge on the river 
Thames and towing it to a dumping 
place in the sea, and about §20,000 
annually for gas to light the streets 
and parish buildings. About $60,000, 
or $10,000 more than these annual 
charges, which was met by taxing the 
people, was invested in an electric 
plant, which has since been run tveuiy- 
four hours for six days in the week, 
and twel ve'hours on Sunday, furnishing 
electrical power for small manufac- 
tories during the day and for ilkiuu- 
naiiug purposes at night. The street 
BY.tepings have furnished almost all 
the fuel necessary, 
The cost of coal 


in addition \va< only $43'2. The total 
expenditure.-; for the first year were 
Siy.UTO for wages, sioies, supplies, 
insurance, repair.-: and other purposes. 
The interest, sinking fund, re:its and 
the ordinary allowance for the d pre- 
ciation of the property ""'as ^lu._-Jj, 
making a total of $2i',275. The gro>s 
receipts for the sale oi light and 
power including a credit e.;nai to the 
average charge for street lighting by 
gas were S-iy.lO's, thus leaving a net 
profit of §l">.t'3() for the beurfit of the 
parish treasury, which will be used in 
enlarging the plant. 


Arrangements are now being made 


to use the e-capiug steam to bent the 
water of the public bath, instead of j 
allowing it to go to waste. 


Ftunuces have bc-e:» added for burn- j 


ing the garbage collect el from the

dwellings which c_-uld not be used j 
for fuel, a sid this extra expense. which I 
was. ho-.ve\ er. cempa.ativ2iy iiiniug.

""^Tiie experiment has bi-eu so suc- 
cessful thai other London parishes 
are pianuia g to adopt the same method, 
and'it is conikUutly predicted that in 
a few years the entire city will be 
lighted by electricity furnished by the 
sweepings from its streets. 
London 


is paved with wooden blocks aud small 
boys are employed with brooms and 
dustpans at frequent intervals from 
daylight till dark to keep them clean. 
The pans are dumped in large sheet- 
iron receptacles, which are emptied 
twice a day into carts. In Shoreditch 
parish each dwelling is supplied by 
the vestry with two sheetiron buckets, 
one for kitchen slops and the other 
for paper, dust aud other combustible 
waste from the household. The buck- 
ets are emptied once a day into garb- 
age carts. Hitherto a small tas; has 
been collected for this service, but 
hereafter it will be performed free of 
cost.

Tlie Annexation of Alaska. 


Alaska had been Russian from the 


time of its discovery, about 1728, till 
in 1S67 it was taken over by the 
United States, as a favor to Russia, 
who preferred seven million dollars to 
a sub-arctic province. 
Xo popular 


sentiment demanded the annexation, 
aud until the sealing troubles of 1884 
there was no popular interest in 
Alaska, and no definite colonial gov- 
ernment. 


In 1868 Alaska was made a collec- 


tion district: and in 1888 ''a civil and 
judicial district,"' aud also 
i£a land 


district." It was then enacted that 
the laws of the state of Oregon then 
in force should be the laws of Alaska 
so far as applicable, and provision 


made for a governor and a court, 
no legislature. 
The principal 


subject of national regulation has been 
the seal-fishing, for which there has 
been a series of statutes, contracts 
with private corporations, executive 
orders, decisions of courts, and inter- 
national arbitration. 
The Alaska Fur 


company has bad some rights over the 
Indians, and somewhat resembles the 
South African company. But for that 
controversy, arm for the recent gold 
discoveries, the country would be con- 
tent to leave Alasha in the condition 
of a formless, 
unorganized colony, 


without a governor, a legislature, or 
court of its own.—Albert Bnshne'.l 
Hart iu Harper's Magazine.

like molten meia!. it brings an iu- 
nauiuiarioii to the palate and tougiie. 
and it is impossible io quench the 
thirst. 
The first advice an old-ihaer 


offers a newcomer in the region is, 
'Ikm'i eat snow.' There are n:eu iu 
that country, once hearty, ivbusi 
miners, now weak, etiesniuiito c:ea- 
tures, who^e fall can be traced direct- 
ly to the time they began munching 
snow. 


"The matter has been but little in- 


vestigated, but the scientists who 
have examined the subject say that 
the waters of the north are rich with 
mineral deposits, 
which are being 


constantly washed down from the 
mountains. 
A certain per cent, of 


this mineral is taken into the ah- when 
vawor arises and the snow becomes 
impregnated with it. 
There 
have 


been several falls of red snow near 
Point Barrow, the deposits being of a 
reddish brown color, due entirely to 
minerals.

Whether it wa? the food 


or the snow, I don't know, but during 
the week we waited for a chance to 
get out, and we had an ever-increas- 
ing thirst, until, when we were finally 
able to strike the trail, we were con- 
suming snow at a frightful rate. When 
we reached our companions we at- 
tempted to assuage onr thirst with 
water, but it did no good. We had 
acquired a taste for the frozen water 
and it seemed to have invigorating 
qualities.

CLOVE MANUFACTURE. 


ART. 


Fifteen Million* of Dollar* Invested io 


This Industry Xot Yet a Century Old. 
"The art of glove-making, once fol- 


lowed exclusively by women, is now 
pursued largely by men," writes Frank 
H. Yizetelly in the Woman's Home 
Companion. 


"This is due chiefly to the introduc- 


tion of machinery, used today for sew- 
ing aud pressing the seams aud to im- 
proved means for drafting patterns 
which were formerly of paper or wood. 
Then the glover, laying his pattern on 
the leather, would uia:k iu outline with 
a lead pencil and cut it out with 
shears. 
The glove, which was sewn 


by hand and the seams pounded, then 
went through the process of pressing. 
This was done by placing it between 
two boards on which the glove-maker 
sat while making another pair. 
In 


the manufacture of the modern glove 
the operator, haviag cut the leather, 
folds it over so that the back is larger 
than the front. 
Then he makes three 


cms through the doubled pieces, so 
that it may produce the back and 
front for the four fingers. Xext an 
ovoid hole is cat for the insertion of 
the thiimb-piece. 
Before completing 


the work on the first and fourth lin- 
gers long strips, or gussets, are sewn 
on the inner side; but in the second 
and third lingers gussets are sewn on 
both sides. 
Afterward small diamond- 


shaped pieces are cut, lilted and sewn 
at the interdigital folds or base of the 
fingers. The ornamental embroidery 
is then stitched on the back, the but- 
tons or fasteners fitted and the wrists 
hemmed; theu the glove is finished. 
In the sewing a toothed vise or clamp 
is used to regulate the size of the 
stitches. 
Glove-workers are divided 


into three classes: Those who seam 
ihe fingers and put in the thumb are 
called the makers; those who hem the 
edges of the wri<t, welters, and those 
who embroider the back, pointers. The 
average earnings of all classes is only 
two dollars a day. 
In our own coun- 


try no less than* §15,000,000 are in- 
vested in the glove industry, which 
first settled in Gloversville,Xew York, 
in 1S09. 
At this time the skins used 


were those of deer received by traders 
in exchange for tin. 
Rough 
mittens 


were the first product of this settle- 
ment, and the first load of gloves that 
went to Boston was forwarded in 
1825."
